1 Some days ago The. Daily published an editorial asking 
why citizens shunned jury service, why should they stoop 
to practically any means to’get “taken off a case?” The 
writer believes that he has found a solution, ir at lesst 
part solution. 
* 
sA man goes into a jury box after hours of harangue, 
in many cases, between the lawyers, in which time the 
citizens feels that he has been exonerated of any felony 
or misdemeanor, the others retained for tip service up 
until the tíme the “strikes’* started, were certainly not 
good citizens, else they would have been left on the list. 
Then the case opens, after the judge has taken a good 
drink of water and prepared for the ordeal. 
The poor 
jurors though, they can’t sleep, the 
lawyers keep up 
too much fuss. 
Finally when they have waded through 
hours and hours of testimony, two-thirds of which kas 
been objected to, overruled, and excepted to, witnesses 
disqualified as being unable to testify, lawyera asking 
the same humdrum, noisy questions over and overhand 
the courtroom crowded with over eager people, half ot 
whom do not know who is being tried or why; the law­ 
yers get up. 
The judge settles himself to be bored as 
the lawyers are given a period of time in which they may 
present their arguments. From the first ringing note of 
the modern Patrick Henry, jurors feel that they would be 
far better off at home, anywhere but at the courthouse. 
The lawyer tells them that if they do not convict jhe ac­ 
cused that their souls are bound for eternal oblivion, the 
other lawyer» then, 1n a ftow err and sometimes broken 
and faulty sentences, tell the qame twelve men that they 
are guilty of a worse crime than that of which their client 
has been accused, if they choose to send him where only 
the criminal reside. Can you blame a citizen for attem pt­ 
ing to escape such proceedings don’t you thipk he had 
much rather be in the city on a mission of business, or 
at home at his own fireside where he knows he can trust 
those about him? 
The ¡courts are a fine institution, but 
most folks would rather observe them fjrom a distance.
